GHOW FOO, «|

THE TRANSIT PASS QUESTION. ‘| 


(By Our Canton Correspondent.) 


Having. chartered the Jarge steam-launch 
Lee Choy, curylng the Chinese flag, I-started In 
her from Canton “ alone for Kwangesi.” When 
Isay.alone, { mean that I was the only European 
90. board." My compinions consisted of a 
“Kwangesl merchant and bis friend, an interpreter, 
and my Chinese servant, besides the crew of the 
Jaunch, ; 
Leaving Canton at 4.15 pm. on February a3td, 
.we shaped our cours: down’ what fs knows as 
the “Back re'ch,” passed the Macao fort at 4.40, 
and shortly afterwarde entered the Fatshan cr 
_ Instend of proceeding usa Fatshan, however, wa 
were compelled, about a mile up, to branch off to 
our left:intoa much deeper although narrower 
creck, it being low water at the time, and this 
course took ts by way of. Chan Tsun, which place 
we patsed at 6,30. The depth of water by the 
Fatshan route is‘only two feet, but via Chan: 
Taun theteas! depth we {rund was fiyo feet, The 
creck by the latter way, however, [s very narrow 
at places, with sharp bends, and an iromense 
traffic would make it dangerous for the navigation 
of large'steamers; but for small handy vessels, 
tay iso feet long with proportionate beam, I see 
no difficulty.
